NEW DELAY ON DECISION 
OVER £50M RETAIL PARK 



A decision on the £50 million 
Rushden Lakes retail devel¬ 
opment in the east of North¬ 
amptonshire has been delayed 
again. 

It was expected that the Sec¬ 
retary of State would re¬ 
veal whether the scheme by 
LXB Properties had been ap¬ 
proved on or around today, 
Thursday. 

But the delay was an¬ 
nounced on Tuesday after¬ 
noon and no new date has been 
confirmed. 

Northampton Borough 
Council obj ected to the scheme 
and gave evidence on the im¬ 
pact on Northampton town 
centre at a planning inquiry 
in July. 

Leader of the borough 
council, Councillor David 
Mackintosh, said: “We are 
disappointed that the future 
of Rushden Lakes will not be 
determined this week. The 
final decision will affect how 
we plan the future of our town, 


and the steps we will take to 
continue to attract jobs and 
investment. 

“We will be seeking clarifi¬ 


cation on when a decision will 
be made so that we can com¬ 
municate this to our partners 
and the business community.” 


East Northamptonshire 
Council said it has been in¬ 
formed by the Department 
of Communities and Local 


Government on Tuesday af¬ 
ternoon that “the Secretary 
of State will not be in a posi¬ 
tion to reach a decision on the 
Rushden Lakes application by 
February 13,2014”. 

Leader of East Northamp¬ 
tonshire Council, Steven 
North, said: “We’re very disap¬ 
pointed that a decision won’t 
be announced this week but 
understand that DCLG have 
other more pressing matters 
to deal with at the moment 
around flooding. 

“This development has 
the potential to provide local 
people with a better retail of¬ 
fer on their doorstep as well 
as newjobs and a regenerated 
site that has become a blot on 
the landscape. We hope that 
a new announcement date 
comes soon.” 

Andy Sawford, MP for 
Corby and East Northamp¬ 
tonshire, said: “I am very 
disappointed that the govern¬ 
ment has postponed the Rush¬ 
den Lakes decision again. 


“There is strong support 
from my constituents in East 
Northamptonshire for this de¬ 
velopment to go ahead. 

“It will bring much needed 
jobs and a real boost to the lo¬ 
cal economy. I simply don’t un¬ 
derstand why there is so much 
dither and delay from the Gov¬ 
ernment. 

“The planning inquiry was 
held last summer, it is time 
now to get on with it. 

“I will be pressing the Gov¬ 
ernment for its reasons for the 
delay and to confirm when the 
decision will be announced.” 

If approved, Rushden Lakes 
will be developed on a 244- 
acre plot of brownfield land, 
with 31 acres of development 
land. There would be a mixture 
of shops and leisure facilities, 
including a home and garden 
centre, shops on three terrac¬ 
es, space for up to four water¬ 
front restaurants, a hotel and 
creche, a boathouse/activity 
centre and a lakeside visitors’ 
centre.

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Illegal immigrant is 
jailed once again 

An illegal immigrant who was 
deported three times but 
returned on each occasion to 
commit yet more crimes, has 
been jailed again for possess¬ 
ing nearly £27,000 worth of 
cocaine. 

Albanian Baksim Bushati 
jumped out of a moving car to 
try to evade capture when he 
was spotted by officers on De¬ 
cember 17 last year. 

But he was rounded up by 
police dogs and traced to an 
address in Weedon, where 
nearly lkg of cocaine worth 
£26,875 was found stuffed 
down the back of a sofa, along 
with £14,000 in cash. 

Northampton Crown 
Court heard Bushati had been 
sentenced to prison terms to¬ 
talling nearly five years since 
2005, for offences of violence, 
battery and possessing false 
identification. 

He was deported from the 
UK following each jail term, 
but repeatedly returned to 
continue his offending. He 
has been sentenced to seven 
years’ imprisonment for his 
latest crime. 

The case provoked furi¬ 
ous criticism of the Govern¬ 
ment from Judge Richard Bray 
, who said it showed the UK’s 
borders “leaked like a sieve”. 

Bushati, aged 37, of High 
Street, Weedon, admitted pos¬ 
session of Class A drugs with 
intent to supply. 

Jonathan Eley, prosecut¬ 
ing, said Bushati was spot¬ 
ted by officers travelling in a 
Vauxhall Corsa towards Kis- 
lingbury, and jumped from 
the car. After he was caught, 
he was found to be carrying 
£960 cash, Albanian identi¬ 
fication documents and two 
mobile phones. 

He gave a false address of 
Charles Street, Northampton, 
before officers traced him to 
his real home in Weedon. 

Mr Eley said: “The defend¬ 
ant said his “life was over” and 
he was “done for” as a result of 
his arrest.” 

Sentencing Bushati, Judge 
Bray said: “Our defences to il¬ 
legal immigrants are leaking

BAKSIM Bushati was sen¬ 
tenced to three-and-a-half 
years in prison for an offence 
of violence in 2005, then 54 
weeks for possession of false 
identification documents in 
September 2010, and 16 weeks 
for battery in January 2013. 

He was recommended for 
deportation back to Albania 


on each occasion. Judge Rich¬ 
ard Bray said: “These things 
make a classic study for people 
who want to see if the Home 
Office and the Border Agency 
are doing their jobs properly. 

“It just shows how power¬ 
less they appear to be. They 
are hopelessly undermanned 
and that is what has caused 


this situation. It is our duty to 
point this out so the public are 
aware of it. 

“As I have been saying for 
the last 10 years, it is a very se¬ 
rious problem which is simply 
not being dealt with.” 

Maxine Crone, mitigating 
for Bushati, said: “He got him¬ 
self into debt with people he 


was afraid of and it was they 
who provided him with the 
drugs, and effectively forced 
him to sell them. 

“The trouble he’s had 
means he would prefer to be 
back in Albania.” 

The Home Office did not re¬ 
spond in time to a Chronicle & 
Echo request for a comment.

The closure of a number of 
police stations across 
Northamptonshire will be 
considered in the next year, 
the county’s police and crime 
commissioner has said. 

During a meeting of the North¬ 
amptonshire Police and Crime 
panel yesterday, Adam Sim- 
monds said he would be talking 
to a number of local councils 
to ask where they would like to 
see the police based. 

In November, Mr Sim- 
monds said he was proposing 
to move the police headquar¬ 
ters from Wootton Hall with¬ 
in the next two-and-a-half 
years. He has already moved 
the main public enquiry desk 
from Campbell Square to the 
Guildhall. 

Documents discussed by 
the crime panel yesterday 
revealed a £400,000 reduc¬ 
tion in estates spending over

tering and Daventry as build¬ 
ings that may not be “fit for 
purpose”. 

He said: “With Daventry 
moving its town centre to a 
different site the council may 
want a completely different 
police experience. Is it best 
for the police station to re¬ 
main next to the court build¬ 
ing which is no longer used?

Less than half 
of people feel 
safe at night 


■ More than half of people living 
in Northampton said they “did 
not feel safe” walking around 
the town alone at night, the 
results of a survey organised by 
Northamptonshire Police has 
revealed. 

Statistics from the survey of 
more than 2,000 county residents 
carried out between September 
and November last year has 
revealed that only 46 per 
cent of Northampton respondents 
said they felt ‘fairly’ or ‘very’ safe 
in their local area on their own at 
night. 

This figure is the same in Kettering 
but lower than Daventry and south 
Northants where 70 per cent and 
83 per cent of respondents said 
they felt safe walking alone at 
night.

‘Two more NGH 
wards needed 
for safer care’ 


Two more wards are needed 
for use by Northampton Gen¬ 
eral Hospital to ensure safer 
care, its chief executive has 
said. 

The comments came after 
informal feedback was re¬ 
ceived from the Care Quality 
Commission (CQC), follow¬ 
ing a recent inspection, that 
showed much of the stress 
being placed on the hospital 
stemmed from its extremely 
busy A&E department. 

Dr Sonia Swart said the so¬ 
lution in the long term would 
have to involve more beds, on 
top of NGH’s maximum capac¬ 
ity when dormant wards were 
open. 

She said: “Looking at where 
we are today, we need to have 
two extra wards to safely look 
after patients. 

“I don’t know what the spe¬ 
cific answer [to where the new 
wards would be] is at the mo-

ment. That answer would be 
very long. 

“I’m talking in theoretical 
terms. In terms of the work 
we have to do, have we got the 


right bed capacity? Currently 
we don’t. 

“The increase we have in 
work here is bigger than our 
beds capacity.” 

It is unlikely that any new 
wards could be set up on the 
main NGH site. However, as 
the beds would be for recov¬ 
ering patients not yet ready 
for discharge, they could be 
situated away from the main 
hospital. 

Meanwhile, Dr Swart said 
A&E was among the issues the 
CQC highlighted that the hos¬ 
pital was already tackling. 

She said: “They noted that 
we are dominated by A&E 
pressures and this masks the 
good care that’s being given. 

“Overall they did not raise 
any issues about poor care 
on our wards and were im¬ 
pressed by the care they saw.

Could road link help 
releive fan traffic? 



Two ends of the same road, 
separated by a only few yards 
could finally be linked up to 
help relieve traffic conges¬ 
tion on Saints and Cobblers 
matchdays. 

The two separate lengths of 
St James Mill Road - which 
begin near the KFC restau¬ 
rant in Towcester Road and 
near the Thomas Becket pub 
in St James - are divided by a 
disused railway line. Now it 
looks likely that Network Rail 
will decommission the line in 
October, so a new stretch can 
be built to join the two roads. 

Graham Croucher, secre¬ 
tary of St James Residents’ As¬ 
sociation, said: “Hopefully this 
will make a real difference. 

“On matchdays you get the 
supporters’ traffic hitting the 
shoppers coming home and 
it’s absolute gridlock. 

“This will help the flow 
along Weedon Road and St 
James Road. 


Match day traffic 

“St James Mill Road is only 
part of the wider traffic solu¬ 
tions, but it is a large chunk 
of it.” Residents also want to 
see the Thomas Becket junc¬ 
tion improved after many ac¬ 
cidents and near misses there, 
but any improvements have so 
far been deemed too expen¬ 
sive. 


The cost of the St James 
Mill Road link will dramati¬ 
cally reduce the cost of that 
scheme as decommission¬ 
ing the rail line means only a 
road is needed, rather than 
a bridge, the design and en¬ 
gineering cost of which may 
have run into millions of 
pounds.

Teacher who saved 
boy in line for award 


A teacher from Northampton¬ 
shire has been nominated for 
an award for resuscitating a 

toddler who almost drowned 
at a caravan park. 

Simon Underwood, from Ec- 
ton, has been shortlisted for 
the St John Ambulance’s an¬ 
nual award ceremony in Lon¬ 
don next month. 

As reported exclusively in 
the Chron at the time, Mr Un¬ 
derwood saved the life of a tod¬ 
dler at Billing Aquadrome in 
August 2013. 

The 40-year-old rushed 
to the scene after hearing 
the distressed cries of fam¬ 
ily members searching for a 
boy. 

The child was spotted in 
the water not far from where 
his family were camping and 
was scooped out, showing no 
signs of life. Mr Underwood 
gave the boy CPR [cardiopul¬ 
monary resuscitation] and 
sustained it for up to four 
minutes. 

The child was taken to in¬ 
tensive care and made a full re¬ 
covery. Mr Underwood picked

up first aid skills after watch¬ 
ing St John Ambulance train¬ 
ing sessions with students at 
his former school. 

He said: “The nomination 
alone was very humbling, so 
to be shortlisted is an honour. 

“The whole experience 
still brings mixed emotions, 
as I’m sure is the case for any¬ 
one who’s been involved with 


a similar situation. It’s so im¬ 
portant we don’t underesti¬ 
mate the difference that even 
the smallest amount of knowl¬ 
edge can make.” 

St John Ambulance is 
trying to trace the family of 
the boy.

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Move statue to 
Square says 
Crick’s cousin 


A cousin of Francis Crick has 
said he would like to see the 
'double helix’ statue moved 
to Northampton’s Market 
Square when Abington Street 
is opened up to traffic. 

Brian Dickens, who runs Dick- 
ens Brothers, in Kettering 
Road, said he had been con¬ 
tacted by Councillor David 
Mackintosh, leader of North¬ 
ampton Borough Council, 
to ask his view on where the 
statue should be positioned if 
it has to be moved. 

Francis Crick was the co¬ 
discoverer of the structure of 
DNA and attended Northamp¬ 
ton school for Boys as a lad. 

Mr Dickens said he had told 
the council leader he wanted 
the statue to be where it was 
most visible. 

Mr Dickens said: “I am 
concerned the statue may be 
moved to an office building or

the university campus where 
not many people will see it. It 
should be in the town centre 
and the most obvious place 
would be the Market Square.” 

Councillor David Mackin¬ 
tosh said he was consulting 
with the Crick family on the 
future of the statue but said no 


decision had been made. 

He said: “The changes to 
Abington Street will mean 
that the Francis Crick statue 
will have to be moved, and I 
think it is an opportunity to 
relocate it to an appropriate 
and fitting place. 

“We have spoken to, and 
consulted with, a number of 
people but the final decision 
will be taken in March. It is 
very likely the statue will re¬ 
main somewhere prominent¬ 
ly in the town centre in order 
to fully recognise the impor¬ 
tance of Francis Crick.” 

The Francis Crick statue 
was installed in Abington 
Street in December 2006 at 
a cost of £100,000, funded by 
the Lynn Wilson Foundation. 
The 25ft structure was de¬ 
signed by Lucy Glendinning 
after her design was chosen by 
a panel which included Fran¬ 
cis Crick’s relatives and coun¬ 
cillors.

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‘Lock your doors at night', police 
warn in wake of brutal attack

A senior Northamptonshire 
Police officer has urged peo¬ 
ple not to answer their doors 
at night to unexpected call¬ 
ers, to help decrease their 
chances of being the victim of 
a crime. 

Following a spate of robber¬ 
ies in Northampton in the last 
two months, Det Chief Insp 
Mark Behan has issued crime 
advice to people who may feel 
worried about being the vic¬ 
tim of a burglary or robbery. 

The Chronicle & Echo re¬ 
ported last month about the 
robbery of Ian McCann, aged 
83, of St James, who was tied 
up and hit in the face with a 
hammer during a raid at his 
home. 

Mr McCann said an 
unknown man had been 
knocking on the doors of 
neighbouring properties a 
couple of nights before he 
was robbed and he believed 
this was connected. 

DCI Behan said it was “en¬ 
tirely possible” that the knock¬ 
ing on doors could have been 
potential robbers finding out 


who occupied the properties. 

He said: “It is really pleas¬ 
ing that violent crime has 
reduced overall, but there 
have still been some serious 
offences against vulnerable 


victims. 

“People shouldn’t panic, 
but it is important to make 
sure you only answer the door 
to someone you know that is 
expected to call, like a family 


member or friend. 

Elderly people in North¬ 
ampton are also being re¬ 
minded never to give out their 
bank card details as a phone 
scam continues to affect coun¬ 


ty residents. 

In the past two weeks, 
there have been a number of 
incidents where people have 
been telephoned by fraud¬ 
sters and asked for bank card 
details or cash. 

Fortunately, most victims 
have become suspicious and 
called the police. 

However, in five incidents 
last month, people were 
tricked into giving away their 
bank details. In one case the 
victim handed over £3,000. 

The callers claim to be po¬ 
lice officers or bank officials 
who are investigating a fraud 
and ask for the victims’ card 
and bank details so they can 
check information with the 
bank. 

They also tell the victims 
they will send a courier to 
pick up their bank card and 
any cash they may have re¬ 
cently withdrawn, in case it is 
counterfeit. 

Another ploy used by crim¬ 
inals is to ask the victim go to 
their bank to withdraw money 
or transfer an amount of mon¬ 
ey to a specific bank account.

Flanker not getting carried away with Saints’ lofty league position

Phil Dowson is revelling in 
Saints’ position at the Aviva 
Premiership summit- but 
has stressed it currently 
means very little. 

Dowson skippered North¬ 
ampton to a 17-16 victory at 
Exeter on Saturday, moving 
them above Saracens to the 
top of the standings. 

Saints look in good shape 
to secure a top-two finish in 
the league this season, but are 
determined to guard against 
complacency. 

And Dowson, though 
enjoying the club’s cur¬ 
rent standing, is leading 
the charge, stressing it’s 
what happens at the end of 
the campaign that matters 
most. 

“I had enough years at New¬ 
castle where we were bottom 
of the league,” said the experi¬ 
enced flanker. 

“But, as it stands, it (being 
top) doesn’t count for any¬ 
thing at the moment. 

“We want to be top of the 
league when the final whistle’s 
blown after round 22. It means 
nothing at the moment, but it’s 
certainly a nice position to be 
in.” 

Saints went top thanks to 
Saracens’ surprise defeat to 
London Irish at Allianz Park 
on Saturday. 

That game ended before 


Northampton walked on to 
the Sandy Park pitch, acting 
as a timely warning for Jim 
Mallinder’s men. 

“Saracens were top of the 
table, they’d been tearing 
up at home and it makes you 
think you’ve got to be on your 
game, because anyone in this 
league can get turned over,” 
said Dowson. 

“It’s a wake-up call of wher¬ 
ever you are in the league you 
can get beaten and everyone’s 
gunning for you.” 

Meanwhile, George Pisi 
says Saints have come a long 
way this season. 

The Samoan centre scored 
three minutes from time at Ex¬ 
eter. 

It wasn’t the first time 
Jim Mallinder’s men have 
snatched a last-gasp victo¬ 
ry, with the success at Sandy 
Park reminiscent of late 
heroics in other games this 
season. 

And Pisi believes that owes 
much to the unity and belief 
that has been fostered at Fran¬ 
klin’s Gardens during the cur¬ 
rent campaign. 

“That win (at Exeter) shows 
the togetherness that we have 
as a team,” said the 27-year- 
old. “Everyone’s playing for 
each other and we’ve come a 
long way this season. 

“As a team we’re playing for 
each other and playing for po¬ 
sitions. When you win, you’re 
happy.”

It was a result effectively 
settled by a poor first half, in

half an hour later. 

“If you keep giving your¬ 
self a mountain to climb by 
giving away two-goal leads 
then you’re not going to win 
many football matches,” said 
McSweeney, who has signed 
a contract at Sixfields until 
the end of the season. 

“That has to be wiped out 


fairly fast. 

“We need to erase how 
easy it was for teams to score 
against us; Plymouth didn’t 
have to work hard for their 
goals at all. 

“That’s probably why 
we’re at the bottom of the 
league and that needs to be 
rectified very fast.” 

Despite the self-destruc¬ 
tive nature of Saturday’s de¬ 


feat, McSweeney does not 
feel the team is struggling 
for confidence at present. 

The Irishman believes 
the arrival of the new man¬ 
ager, Chris Wilder, and the 
influx of several new sign¬ 
ings, will soon have a posi¬ 
tive impact on results. 

“I don’t think we’re lack¬ 
ing in confidence,” he said. 

“When you have a new 


manager come in they 
breathe life into the place 
and five or six new signings 
have come in. 

“Everyone was optimistic 
and positive and I think they 
still are. 

“We need to put a run to¬ 
gether or we’re going to be 
in a lot of trouble. You can 
win three games in a week 
in football.”
